terminated or deferred. 
Relations Strained 
"In view of the decision of the 
government of the United States to 
re-examine oertain of its financial 
and commercial relationships with 
Mexico,** he said, “the treasury will 
defer continuation of the monthly 
silver purchase arrangements with 
Mexico until further notice.”

decision, 
presented 
in

case brought by the Banta Cruz 
Packing Co., Oakland, Cal-, was 
regarded as significant in indicat­ 
ing the extent to which the court 
believes a company’s 
operations 
affect interstate commerce. 
The court affirmed a compliance 
decree compelling the Santa Cruz 
firm to comply with an NLRB or­ 
der directing it to cease certain 
labor practices found by the board 
to be unfair and 
to 
reinstate, 
with back pay, certain employes 
found 
to 
have 
been discharged 
‘discriminatorily.” 
The court held that labor dis­ 
putes at the firm’s Oakland plant 
had a sufficiently direct and sub­ 
stantial effect on the free move­ 
ment of interstate commerce to 
warrant bringing the firm under 
the NLRB jurisdiction. 
The case was regarded by gov­ 
ernment attorneys as one of the 
most important tests of the ex­ 
tent of the board’s authority to 
come before the high court since 
last spring’s five decisions uphold­ 
ing constitutionality of the labor 
act.

The man who advised President 
Woodrow Wilson during the World 
W ar and was credited with formu­ 
lating the foreign policies of the 
Wilson administration, died four 
months before his 80th birthday. 
His wife, daughter and a few dost 
associates of his latter years were 
at his bedside. 
He went to bed at the usual time 
last night, about 9 
o’clock.

seemed to be in fair health, and it 
was 
believed 
he 
was 
gaining 
strength after the long illness dat­ 
ing from an attack of pleurisy last 
June. 
Family Summoned 
Before dawn, however, his nurse 
summoned Mrs. House, his son-in- 
law and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. 
Gordon Auchincloss. and his sec­ 
retary, Miss Frances Denton, to 
his room. 
He had taken a turn 
for the worse. 
He died at 8 a. rn. 
Auchincloss, New York city a t­ 
torney, attributed House's death to 
"old age." 
Born in Texas, where he ac­ 
quired his title of Colonel, House 
became one of the nation’s fore­ 
most statesmen. 
Yet he never 
held a public office and performed 
his greatest services to the coun 
try in an unofficial capacity.

Thirteen Pounds of Health 


While half the public recognizes 
another depression, a quarter still 
believes times have improved. The 
administration is named 
as 
the 
first cause of the decline, unem­ 
ployment a second factor and labor 
trouble a close third. 
Such is the discovery made by 
Fortune in its quarterly survey 
of public opinion, Just published. 
The survey further shows that only 
a third of the population has been 
affected by the new decline, but 
nearly as many feel less secure 
than was the case in 1933. The pub­ 
lic, it was found, thinks that to 
cure the situation, congress should 
first balance the budget, then curb 
labor organtzatons, then stop gov­ 
ernment competition with private 
industry. 
See Need of Reform 
Labor unions need reform more 
than do utilities, the 
stock 
ex­ 
changes and the supreme 
court 
combined, public opinion feels. 
Do approximately 60 families rule 
America’s business, as has 
been 
charged? Only a minority of each 
class takes the statement literally, 
but a majority agrees with the gen­ 
eral sense of it. Business executives 
themselves scott at it, except for 
about 25 per cent. Professors be­ 
lieve it up to 44 per cent, and truck 
drivers are convinced of the fact, 
up to 66.4 per cent. 
News From Newspapers 
In April, 1937, 52.6 per cent of 
the population favored a third term 
for Roosevelt 
In January, 1938, 
the third termers had dropped to 
43.7 per cent. Forty-four per cent 
approve Roosevelt 
and 
another 
20.7 per cent like his objectives, it 
was shown in another phase of the 
query. 
The survey shows that the Peo­ 
ple who get most of 
their news 
from newspapers are double those 
who get news from the radio. 
Withdraw From China 
The public, according to the sur­ 
vey, thinks 
the 
United 
States 
should withdraw from China rather 
than stand on its rights to protect 
investments there; but 
that 
we 
should boycott Japan. 
Fortune’s survey, 
designed 
to 
give an unbiased cross-section of 
representative opinion, divides the 
country into seven districts, and 
5000 persons from all walks of life 
are questioned in each district. 
Positions Considersd 
The number of interviews in each 
section is weighed to match 
the 
percentage of total population in 
that section, similar 
steps 
being 
taken with respect to the economic 
position of the groups sampled, 
and their location with respect to 
urban, small town or rural resi­ 
dence. Age groups are also classi­ 
fied, men and women ars ques­ 
tioned equally, and Negro opinion 
is sought in proportion to Negro 
population. 
As a test of accuracy 
of 
this 
method, Fortune’s survey in the 
fall of 1936 forecast Roosevelt’s to­ 
tal majority within one per cent of 
the actual result.

“The safety argument for the train length 
bill (a federal measure to restrict freight 
trains to 70 cars) has not a leg to stand on, 
and anyone can see that the operation of 
more train crews will increase the cost of 
railroad transportation,” says the Beaumont, 
Tex., Enterprise. “In the end, those shippers 
who bought rail transportation would have 
to pay for extra trains and crews.” 
The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
issued reports covering the experience of 
many years, proving beyond question that 
longer trains are safer trains. Equally im­ 
portant, they are faster, more 
efficient 
trains. The passage of the 70-car train limit 
bill would not only add to the hazards of 
railroad operation and cost of service, but 
it would adversely affect all shippers, espe­ 
cially farmers. 
For example, due to longer and faster 
trains, the fruit grower in Orange county 
is three days nearer the eastern seaboard 
than a short time ago, and two days nearer 
the great Chicago market. The Florida cit­ 
rus fruit grower is two days nearer the 
eastern and middle-western consuming cen­ 
ters. The Georgia peach grower is two days 
nearer New York and New England. So it 
goes for all producers. Longer, faster trains 
have reduced spoilage, cut costs and greatly 
expanded the farmers’ market. 
The train limit bill would cause more ac­ 
cidents, add tens of millions to annual rail 
costs and delay transit of goods from one 
part of the country to another. If the pur­ 
pose of Congress is to kill business and 
industry, this bill is 
a masterpiece of 
destruction.

But the 
joker lies In the President’s veto 
power. Under this law he can Issue 
in edict w ith regard to all these 
agencies. If Congress does not d is­ 
approve within 60 days the edict 
becomes law. If it does disapprove, 
its disapproaval is subject to P res­ 
idential veto. And It will then take 
a tw o-thirds m ajority of Congress 
to over-ride him!

the President can 
recheck 
Congress, and all he needs is one- 
third of Congress to over-rule the 
majority.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—A couple 
of years ago.tfce Administration de­ 
cided to investigate the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
through the Federal Communica­ 
tions (Commission. 
Newspaper re­ 
ports assert that there has been 
spent on this investigation by gov­ 
ernment, 1.5 million 
dollars and 
that the burden on the Telephone 
Company In the expense of furnish­ 
ing reports and facilities has been 
double that—or three million dol­ 
lars. 
When the project was announced, 
Mr. Gifford, President of the Com­ 
pany, instead of opposing It, said 
that he believed that any company 
whose operations so closely con­ 
cern the whole public, should have 
no secrets from its customers. He 
welcomed the investigation and has 
since offered every facility to ad­ 
vance it even at great expense and 
Inconvenience. 
There may be a small bug or tl$o 
under some of A. T. & T.’s chips. 
Through W estern Electric patents 
it probably exercises a good deal 
of influence in the moving picture 
industry.

once the cheapest and H ost effi­ 
cient telephone system on the face 
of the earth. 
Its profits have not 
been 
exorbitant 
for

rendered and the capital invested 
C ontrasted w ith the supply of other 
goods and 
services 
In 
America, 
there is nothing to compare with it 
In economy and efficiency. 
It is 
natural monopoly and we could 
not expect such services lf the case 
were otherwise. 
B ut it has never 
been an extortionate monopoly. 
U nder Woodrow W ilson’s old war 
rule to let alone th a t which is be 
ing well done, and to concentrate 
only on th at which is 111, the Tele 
phone company would have been 
touched alm ost last am ong great 
American enterprises. 
Don’t sup 
pose, however, th a t anything 
which a Federal Bureau has spent 
so much time and money has 
Chinam an’s chance of coming off 
free—not lf it were pure as snow 
The Telephone Company will come 
in for a political ribbing no m atter 
w hat happens. 
Concurrently, an even more m ag­ 
nificent

aroused 
public 
suspicion—the T. V. A. 
Did any­ 
body spend four and a half million 
dollars and a couple of years In­ 
vestigating th at? 
Not though the 
stench of some of its operations a s­ 
saulted the gates of Heaven. 
On the contrary, a staunch and 
faithful public servant, like Dr. A r­ 
th u r Morgan, was attem pted to be 
crucified by the President in a 
flank move to ^insure against an 
adequate public* inquiry, a Third 
New Deal American renovator, like 
Dave 
Lilienthal and a 
Tennessee 
“yarb” doctor like H arcourt Morgan. 
Incompetency, 
equivocation and 
inadequacy are to be covered up 
In T.V.A. Efficiency, public inquis­ 
ition in A.T. & T. It is almost a 
scandal on its face. 
I believe In investigation of pub­ 
lic and semi-public bodies of all 
kinds and qualities. I have never 
been able to understand the reluc­ 
tance of T.V.A. to a congressional 
inquiry.

CAN WAGE8 INCREASE PURCHASING 
POWER? 
A reader of the column remarked th at he thought 
our contention that wages did not increase purchae- 
ing power was intended to be funny, or a joke. 
Thus, It is evident th at we have not made ourselves 
clear on this most im portant of all economic ques* 
tions—how purchasing power is increased. 
It seems th at where the confusion cornea in is th at 
we have never contended th a t increasing the wages 
of an individual did not Increase his individual 
purchasing power. 
W hat we were contending all 
the time Is that it did not Increase the TOTAL 
purchasing power, 
We used this illustration for the gentleman who 
contended he thought we were trying to be funny 
when we said that increasing wages did not increase 
purchasing power. 
W e told him th at if a man had his son working 
for him and he produced IO bushels of w heat and 
his father give him $10 for producing the wheat, 
th at the new and additional purchasing power in 
the country was the production of the IO bushel* 
of w heat; 
that the total am ount of purchasing 
power w as not increased or decreased one iota, 
w hether or not he paid his son anything for pro­ 
ducing the IO bushels of wheat or paid him $10,000,000 
for producing tho wheat. 
If he paid him $10,000,000, 
the son would have the purchasing power and the 
father would have only the IO bushels of wheat in 
exchange. 
If he paid him nothing, the total pur­ 
chasing would be ju st the same as lf he paid him a 
million dollars, 
It Is very im portant th a t the voter understand 
this fundam ental, th a t the total purchasing power is 
not Increased one Iota by an increase In wages. 
If 
people think th at purchasing power can be in ­ 
creased by Increasing wages, then all we need to 
do is to increase wages and we have increased 
purchasing power. 
This is w hat we have been try ­ 
ing to do by law for 25 years. 
It has only reduced 
the total purchasing power because it has reduced 
the total production. 
It is true that it often changes the nature of the 
purchasing power as we have repeatedly said, but 
it does not add a particle to the total purchasing 
power. 
In fact, paying high wages which eat up 
capital eventually reduces the total purchasing power 
because It reduces the am ount of tools available 
to be used by the workers. 
Thus, this reduces the 
am ount of new wealth th at the workers w ith less 
efficient tools can produce with a given am ount of 
energy and, consequently, the total purchasing power 
Is reduced because of the belief th at purchasing 
power can be increased by high wages. 
High wages are a result of big production and 
prosperity, but never can be the cause of them.

No individual can perform

stand how our prosperity can be increased and when 
he understands it, by word of mouth, explaining it to 
those who do not understand It.

If the President can remove members of the su­ 
preme court or increase the number of the supreme 
court, then he will have the authority to remove any
